PROVIDES SLASK 
IN INCOME LEVY

Bill Now Goes to House, 
Where Action Is Ex- 
pected Monday—Goes 


to Coolidge Wednesday, 


VOTE IN SENATE 
WAS OVERWHELMING 


Five Republicans and One 
Farmer-Labor Senator 
Cast Only Ballots 
Against Adoption. 


BY LYLE C. WILSON. 

Washington, May 24.—Almost com- 
pletely oblivious to the doubtful atti- 
tude of President Coolidge and the 
vigorous protests of the treasury, the 
senate today approved the compromise 
tax bill by such an overwhelming ma- 
jerity that suggestions of a _ presi- 
dential veto can carry little weight in 
the mind of congress. 

With sixty votes in its favor and 
ouly six opposing it, the report of the 
hcuse and senate conferees was passed 
Inte in the day. This report embodied 
the new compromise bill. 

The measure now goes to the house, 
where action will #» taken on it Mon- 
day. In view of the heavy majority 
given the conferees’ report in the sen- 
ate, the house is expected to pass it by 
a large vote and the bill probably will 
be ready for the president on Tuesday. 

Can Beat Coolidge Veto. 

The vote today indicated that pas- 
sage over a. veto from the white 
house would be an easy, routine mat- 
ter. 

Republicans and democrats com- 
bined in almost equal measure in 
bringing victory to the bill. Twenty- 
nine republicans supported it and 
thirty-one democrats. 

Those who voted against the meas- 
ure were Senators Brookhart, of Iowa; 
Ernst, Kentucky; Frazier, North Da- 
gota; Moses, New Hampshire; Nor- 
ris, Nebraska, all of them republicans, 
and Johnson, of Minnesota, farmer- 
labor senator. 

The measure thus agreed upon pro- 
vides a 25 per cent reduction on taxes 
payable this year and proposes a re- 
duction of $252,000,000 for next year. 
The bill provides a 2 per cent tax on 
incomes of $4,000 or less; 4 per cent 
on incomes up to $8,000 and 6 per 


‘cent on incomes above $6,000. 


Another feature of the bill is the 


| graduated surtax scale, which ranges 
from 1 per cent on $10,000 to 40 
per cent on incomes of $500,000.

Mureover, among that fraction of he 
delegates who are instructed, so many 
of the instructions are for ocal fa- 
vorite sons who will not survive the 
first few ballots, that for the »urposes 
of the saajor figats between the real 
contenders there might as well be no 
instructions at all. The convention 
will +> very much like those old-fash- 
ioned ones where the delegates fell 
into groups who gave their loyalty 
to party leaders, party managers and 
candidates, and cast their votes from 
ballot to ballot according to the wishes 
of these leaders—the leaders in turn 
being moved to change from ovallot to 
ballot by virtue -of improvised agree- 
ments among themselves. ‘This is -he 
sort of thing. that will take piace on 
the floor of the New York conven- 
tion, and the nomination finally made 
will be the net result of a considerable 
series of moves, now unforseeable and 
unpredicted, on the part of party 
manag rs and party leaders of lesser 
or gr2ater degree.

Tokio, May ~4.—(By The <Asso- 

ciated Press.) —The great flight of 
the American around-the-world avia- 
tors and the terrible weather which 
they encountered on their record- 
breaking trip, is vividly described by 
Lieutenant Lowell H, Smith,. the act- 
ing commander, 
“It’s been one battle after an- 
other,” said Lieutenant Smith, “one 
continual fight to keep the airplanes 
from being damaged by the terrific 
weather through which we have gone. 
We knew that the trans-Pacific leg 
would be the worst of our flight. It 
was ten times worse than we ex- 
pected. 

“Fog, snow, hail, rain. wind and 
more fog conspired together to pre- 
vent us crossing the Pacific. The 
natives in the Aleutian islands said 
it was the worst winter and spring in 
ten years. We believed them. 

Never Doubted Success. 

“Naturally, we are glad this leg is 
over, although we never doubted we 
would come through. We are more 
confident than ever that we will 
come through. ‘The rest of the trip, 
by comparison, should be easy sailing. 
It will be easier to cross the At- 
lantic, where better conditions are as- 
sured,” ° 

Lieutenant Smith talked reluctant- 
ly and modestly while he and his five 
companions were riding from Kasum- 
igaura to Tokio by railway, the first 
traveling. by anything except air- 
planes they have done since they teft 
Prince Rupert, British Colombia. 
Dressed in fresh, spick and span uni- 
forms, rested after their long flight; 
they were jovial and chatty, being 
interested in the news of the world, 
from which they had been cut off so 
long, and the reception arranged for 
them in Japan. None showed the 
strain of their achievement and their 
great battle with the elements. None 
would admit he had done more than 
his “mission.” 

Lieutenant Smith continued: 

“To me it has been the same as 
routine flying. It has been a tremen- 
dous experience to us all and to say 
we are glad we are here is to ex- 
press it mildly. But I do not catch 
the idea of all these extravagant com- 
parisons. We do not consider our- 
selves Magellans of the air. As I 
remember it, Magellan met his death 
just after crossing the Pacific. Cer- 
tainly we do not hope for that com- 
parison. 

Glad Flight Acclaimed. 

“The news that our flight has been 
acclaimed with such enthusiasm at 
home is a cause of great pride to us. 
We are proud to be the representa- 
tives of the army of our country in 
this undertaking; proud to have car- 
ried the American flying emblems 
across the Pacific. 

“Of the splendid courage and forti- 
tude of my. companions, I cannot say 
too much. Every man has given every 
thing he had. It has been an enter- 
prise of brothers,, Their splendid 
spirit and cooperation, added to their 
grit in the face of hardships, made the 
thing possible. We are only sorry 
that our leader, Major Frederick L. 
Martin, is not here sharing the ad- 
venture and receiving this welcome 
from Japan. We wanted all four 
planes to arrive here. 

“Our Douglas cruisers are in 
splendid condition, although we had 
to fight the elements all the way to 
keep them s0. 

“We are changing motors at Kasu- 
migarua,”” said Lieutenant Smith, ‘‘but 
these with which we left America car- 
ried us through splendidly. We are 
more certain than ever that the Liber- 
ty motor is the best in the world. 

Worst Leg of Flight. 

“The worst leg of the flight was 
between Sitka and Seward, even 
worse than the hop from Attu Island 
to Paramashiru. with its forced land- 
ing on Bering Island. From Sitka 
to Seward we fought wind and snow 
all the way, seeing hardly unything 
of the water below. We were guided 
only by following the line of the 
breakers along the shore which were 
visible through the snow.

The island was then 
inhabited by only one man and 37 
women, the rest of the men being 
away o nother islands for the fox 
hunting season,

SOVIETS CONDEMN 


17 10 Die BY AX 


Leningrad, May 24.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—-The supreme court 
today after 27 hours of deliberation, 
condemned to death 17 former judges, 
court officials, lawyers and persons 
connected with the operation of the 
new economic policy, who had been 
tried on charges of corruption and 
bribery. 

Forty-eight persons 
trial for 12 days. Of the remaining 
seven were sentenced to ten 
years imprisonment, two to five 
years imprisonment, eight to three 
years imprisonment while a number 
of the others were ordered deported 
to Siberia. Three were acquitted. 

The bribery charges concerned the 
fraudulent granting of legale immun- 
ity to prisoners.

I imagine the average 
reader thinks of national conventions 
in such a way as to suppose that 
these McAdoo delegates, fur example, 
are a definite group; and that as a 
group they will pass from one candi- 
date to another. That is far from 
the fact. The reader may imagine 
that McAdoo, at a certain pwint in 
the convention, could say to his dele- 
gates: “I am through now, please 
vote for * That is not 
what ordinarily happens; and ag the 
facts stand, it is less likely to happen 
in this case than usually. Doubtless 
a certain fraction of the McAdoo dele- 
gates have such loyalty to him per- 
sonally that they would follow him 
wherever he may lead. Also, it is a 
possibility that if MeAdoo should be 
in direct charge of his own delegates 
at New York: and if he should exert 
his dashing energy and his magnetism, 
he might be able to establish such a 
hold on his delegates as to be able to 
lead most of them in a body to an- 
other candidate. If McAdoo could 
do that, he could probably dictate the 
nomination. 

Second Choices Vary. 

The rank and file of the McAdoo 
delegates include some who favor 
Carter Glass as second chojce, some 
who favor John W. Davis, some who 
favor Ralston, of Indiana, a few who 
favor Governor Pryan, of Nebraska 
(William Jennizgs Bryan's brother 
a few who favor Governor 
Jonathan Davis, of Kansas. 

There are even a few among those 
who are nominally McAdoo delegates 
whose personal preferences are e:- 
lirely across the line, for Governor 
Smith or for Underwood. 

But the great majority of the Me- 
Adoo delegates cre “dry,” and are 
“progressive.” That is their great 
eommon denominator. By _ holding 
them together on these principles, it 
may be possible to swing them as to 
candidates. 

Preliminary Ontline Unchanged. 


The preliminary outline of the con- 
vention has net changed. The open- 
ing fight will ke between McAdoo 
and Smith. After that fight has 
sone on for several] ballots, one or the 
other of the groups will make a shift. 
It is hard to say which group will 
first change. The Smith group has 
the greater solidarity, consists of 
larger units (a single unit of the 
Smith strength, that from New York, 
consists of 9O delegates, has the 
greater discipline and is more subject 
to manipulation by its leaders. For 
this reason, it may be that the Smith 
ieaders will make the first change. 
On the other bard the same reasons 
might lead the Smith group to stand 
solid longer than the McAdoo group. 

When the Smith group makes its 
first change, it is almost universally 
t:ken for grantel that they will shift 
tv Underwood. Letely there has been 
some slight doubt about this. Under- 
wood clearly has not done very well 
in the primaries. His managers tried 
to make him the choice of the soct' 
ond they failed. Underwood will have 
comparatively few delegates of his 
cwn. He will bave so little to con- 
tribute to the ccmbination between 
himself and Smith that it may be that 
the Smith leaders may not feel that 
the combination with Underwood is 
very desirable. However, up to date 
the assumption is that when the 
Smith group makes its first change, 
it will be to Underwood. Thereafter, 
assuming this tv be the order of 
events, there will be a fight between 
Underwood and McAdoo If that sec- 
ond stage of the convention is in turn 
inconclusive, there will be a_ shift 
after shift, until one side or the other 
puts forward some one who can win. 

Throughout all this process, there 
will be great strain on the McAdoo 
zroup. The McAdoo group does not 
have the solidarity nor the discipline, 
nor the submission to leadership, nor 
the quality of leadership that the 
Smith group wil] have. At every 
stage of the convention, the McAdoo 
group will be in some danger of be-

The standards which the 
groups in the United States have 
adopted for the taxation amd regula- 
tion of cars and trucks were outlined 
today by H. H. Rice, chairman of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce legislative committee, and presi- 
dept of the Cadiilac Motor Car com- 
pany, speaking before the World Motor 
Transport Congress of the National

Detroit, this morning (May 24). 


Mr. Rice bronght out the point that | 
dealer and | 
manufacturer organizations had work- | 


the motor vehicle owner, 
ed together on these principles and had 
attempted to formulate a prograin 
which would be equitable and a public 


benefit, realizing that any other pro-,; 


gram would necessarily be short lived. 

Among the principles which these as- 
sociations have adopted are the fol- 
lowing: 

The motor vehicle should be called 
upon to pay special taxes to maintain 
improved highways. 

The original construction cost of im- 
proving highways should be borne by 
society-as-a-whole, including owners 
and non-owners of motor vehicles, all 
of whom benefit from the highways. 

The state should be the sole taxa- 
tion should not exceed the sum 
monev necessery for the maintenance 
of improved highways of the state 
and for the administration of the state 
motor vehicle department. 

In the matter of regulations of traf. 
fic. Mr. Rice brought out. there is 
great diversity among the forty-eight 
states. The motor vehicle conference 
cominittee, representing different or- 
ganization in the indstry, has drawn 
up a set of uniform traffic regulations 
which it is recommending the forty- 
eight bodies of lawmakers as a sug- 
cested standard. These points have fo 
do with speed, when the slow down, 
passing another vehicle, signals, and 
similar matters.

The last request of James B. Sat- 
terfield, hanged Friday afternoon in 
Fulton county jail for the murder of 
his brother-in-law, R. H. Hart, ex- 
pressed in a note asking that his body 
be cremated, was disregarded by rel- 
atives, and interment was made at 4 
o'clock Saturday afternoon in the 
cemetery of the Prospect church at 
Chamblee, Ga. 

Simple services were conducted by 
Rev. Bert Donaldson, a prison reform 
worker, who spent much time with 
Satterfield while the doomed man 
was in prison, and who was in the 
death cell at the time of the execu- 
tion. 

Pallbearers who, at Satterfield’s re- 
quest, were selected from among of- 
ficials at the jail, were Gordon Lee, 
J. W. Jordan, Peter Smith, Ed Joz- 
dan, J. E. Nelms and J. L. Milam. 

In a note to Rev. Donaldson, writ- 
ten shortly before the execution, Sat- 
terfield asked that his body be cre- 
mated if his relatives offered no ob- 
jections. His brother, Will Satter- 
field, and his sister, Mrs, J. L. 
Langford, both of Norcross, Ga., de- 
cided against cremation. 

In death, as in life, Satterfield’s 
features were calm and composed. His 
face showed no signs of the mental 
torture which despite indications, he 
must have suffered previous to the 
hanging, and betrayed mo trace of the 
pain undergone when he met death, 
it was stated.

New York, May 24.—(Special.)— 
The success of the soldier bonus 
knocked the stock market flat for a 
time in the early part of the past 
week then this unfavorable develop- 
ment Jost its influence and a very de- 
cided improvement in the tone of the 
market resulted. It is apparent that 
all of the bad news that has come up 
in the past two weekselas been pretty 
well discounted and that the market 
is now looking forward to _ better 
things. There are hopes that the tax 
bill will be found satisfactory and 
signed by the president, as it is the 
general wish of business men that 
some relief from high taxes be afford- 
ed at once. It is felt that even if the 
bill is far from what had been wanted, 
it will at least relieve the tax situa- 
tion this year, and that a strong ef- 
fort can be made next year to get fur- 
ther tax reduction. The hardest thing 
that the people who are bullish on 
stocks had to endure recently was 
the way the market rallied late Mon- 
day. At that time it had been hoped 
that the bonus would be beaten in the 
senate and stocks rallied sharply on 
a small volume of trading. 

It was most apparent that if the 
news had been good there would have 
been a very big gain in prices, and 
in fact there were many shorts who 
were 1n a trap until the bonus act- 
ually did pass the senate. Then the 
heavy liquidation that was seen gave 
the shorts the first good opportunity 
to cover that they have had in a long 
time, and they proceeded to cover. 
Therefore, while some stocks were as 
inuch as six points off on Tuesday 
morning from the Monday closing, the 
market acted fairly well and later on 
in the week rallied sharply in some 
places. It is quite apparent that the 
attitude of the leading traders now 
is “‘the bad news is out and should 
be forgotten.” It is not the way with 
small traders to farget the bad news. 
They often will ‘hold stocks for a 
long time when some unfavorable news 


exists at the present time. ‘The only 
thing needed to turn this into an act- 
ual restoration of prosperity is the 
settling of one or two political ques- 
tions.

3 MEN IN BOND ThetT

New York. May 24.—After recov- 
ering Liberty bonds valued at $47,500, 
which the federal reserve board at 


Washington announced had been stolen 
from the Walton State bank, of Wal- 
ten, Kan., the police of New York to- 
day began an investigation to deter- 
mine whether the three prisoners from 
whom they recovered the bonds also 
were implicated in the murder of two 
men, believed to have been members 
of the robber gang. The three were 
arrested last night. 

Police officials of Walton were re- 
quested to furnish New York detec- 
tives with full information regarding 
the bank robbery in January, 1925. 
Local police believed the arrest of the 
three men last night also would clear 
up a later bank robbery in Denver. 

According to the detectives who ar- 
rested the three men, the gang of five 
went to St. Lonia last October to di- 
vide the loot from the two robberies, 
and during a quarrel two members of 
the gang were shot. They died later. 

The New York police learned that 
$140,000 in Liberty and etate bonds 
were taken from the Walton bank by 
five bandits. A detective, posing as 
a prospective buyer of part of the 
me bonds, set the trap which led to 
their arrest as they were about to de- 
liver the stolen eecurittes. 

One of the prisoners had wamed 
the detective that “this stuff gets 
you into a murder case if they get 
you.” according to the police. 

The three pisoners are Frank Mar- 
key, an iron worker; John Simkoff, a 
printer, and Josenh Faber, a eteam- 
fitter’s helper. They all said they 
lived in New York.

The democratic party alopted the 
two-thirds rule at itsfirst convention 
in 1832 and has never faltered from 
it to this day. It is as traditional 
as the well-known articles of party 
faith. Andrew Jackson was nomi- 
nated in that convention, held in 
Baltimore, for his second term. 

His first nomination in 1828 was 
by the popular election of electors 
in 23 of the 24 states, South Caro- 
lina alone electing by legislative 
vote. Tiere was no party platform 
in 1828, but in 1832 a Jacksonian 
platform was declared which ad- 
hered closely to the democracy of 
Jefferson, particularly stressing the 
sovereignty of states, tariff for rev- 
enue only, and other well-known 
tenets of popular and local self-

In convention procedure the cre- 
dentials are submitted around 20 
days before the convention date. 
The roll-call is then made up by 
the national committee and sub- 
mitted to the convention committee 
on credentials. Contests are heard 
by the committee preceding the 
convention. 

The apportionment of delegates 
is not the same in the two major 
parties, although the delegates at 
large from the states of the unidn 
remain the same. The differences 
occur in the delegates from con- 
gressional districts and in territo- 
rial delegates. 

This year the republican conven- 
tion delegation totals 1,109, and 
the democratic delegation 1,094. It 
thus will take 555 as a minimum 
to nominate a republican candidate 
for president, and 731 to nominate 
a democratic candidate for presi- 
dent, unless the two-thirds rule is 
abrogated in the democratic con- 
vention, which is not probable in 
view of the fact that it was born 
into the convention nearly a cen- 
tury ago, and is as sacred a party

THE HYMN AS LITERATURE. 

This is a collection of tne Christian 
poems which “have made men glad 
to live and unafraid to die.” Dr. 
Jeremiah Bascom Reeves, professor 
of English, Westminster college, is 
the autor of this fascinating study of 
old hymns.

Elizabeth Southart’s “Bronte 
Moors and Villages from Thornton to 
Haworth” igs an entertaining descrip- 
tion of the Yorkshire country writ- 
ten by a dweller in the village where 
four of the Bronte children were 
born. Her Thornton is not the deso- 
late place surrounded by stretches of 
bare land which seekers of literary 
landmarks have found on their pil- 
grimages. but a hamlet “beautifully 
situated on the northern slope of the 
valley,” with “verdant pastures 
spread over the adjacent fields and 
wooded dells with shady walks” en- 
riching the district. Not that ber 
local pride has made ber unaware 
of the bleak atmosphere that must 
have weighed upon the éepirits of 
the Rev. Patrick Bronte when he 
contrasted bis new surroundings with 
the green countryside of his native 
Ireland, and depressed the thoughts 
of his delicate young wife who could 
not but remember regretfully the 
year round flowers and Penzance. 
But the people who inhabit districts 
less boeuntifully supplied by nature 
have a cheerful habit of making the 
most of the little that is given, and 
mentally changing a secant tree or 
two into a grove proper for the revels 
of Titania. 

Only one wall remains of the old 
Beil chapel where for six years Pat- 
rick Bronte preached, and his wife 
and older children listened. shiver- 
ing no doubt as the wind from the 
moors found the cracks in the stone 
pillars.

How Do You Make a Double 
Play at Second Base? 


The success or failure of a double 
depends mostly upon the 
execution of the play by the middle 
man at second base. Failure on 
this individual’s part to handle the 
ball fast means a loss of the play al 
first base. In order to handle the 
ball fast, he must be in, the proper 
position to handle it and in‘ order 
to be in this position it is most es- 
sential that he reach the bag IN 
TIME to receive the throw trom 
the fielder to whom. the ball was 
hit. He should avoid making this 
play while on the run. I realize 
balls are fr. uently hit so sharply 
that they are in a fielder’s hands 
almost before one has had a chance 
to move. Bearing this in mind, I 
would suggest that the second base- 
man play a few steps nearer the 
bag when first base is occupied, 
than he would ordinarily if no one 
was on base. Always have the 


shortstop that he is as much re- 
sponsible for the guardianship of 
the middle bag as you are. Be in
